Model Traffic 
Bill Will Go 
To City Council 


By HERMAN HANCOCK. 


Enactment of new traffic regula- 
tions designed to reduce accidents 
and deaths in Atlanta will be pro- 
posed at city council's next meet- 
ing. February 7. 

Councilman John A. White said 
he will offer for study model tratf- 
fic and enforcement 
recommended by the federal pub- 
lic works administration and the 
State Highway Officials’ Associa- 
tion, composed of state highway 
officials of the 48 states of the 
union. 

White will ask that the meas 
wres be referred the city’s traffic 
commission, headed by L, L. Gel- 
lerstedt, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and the police com- 
mittee for study and recommenda- 
tion. 

Assistant Police Chief G. Neal 
Ellis and Traffic Engineer Marvil 
L.. Thomas have given the model 
regulations their support and in- 
sist that heroic measures be taken 
to curb accidents and deaths on 
Atlanta streets. 

PROPOSED CHANGES 

The mode! trafic ordinance, 2s 
recommended, would revamp prac: 
tically all existing Atlanta ordi- 
nances governing speed, parking, 
etc. and the enforcement ordi- 
nance would empower the traffic 
engineer to enact additional ordi- 
nances by fiat and instruct a traf- 
fic bureau chief, to be designated 
by the police chief, to enforce 
them. 

When the citizens’ traffic com- 
mission was established in 1940 
an unsuccessful effort was made 
to enact the model law. White 
said yesterday that the measures 
are believed to be the answer to 
increasing deaths:and accidents in 
Atlanta «and contended that the 
model measures are in force in 
many of the leading cities of the 
nation. 

He asserted that both Ellis and 
Thomas are convinced that a re-

Civic leaders throughout the 
state are appealing to the rewrite 
men of the revision committee to 
ease the present restrictions on 
community spending for public 
improvements, badly needed and 
almost impossible to obtain. 

Foremost among those who want 
the state constitution to be less 
severe in its grip on community 
efforts for self-improvement is At- 
lanta’s conservative treasury and 
tax guardian, Mayor Hartsfield. 

“Atlanta has been blocked in 
two efforts to make public im- 
provements that are badly need- 
ed,” said Mayor Hartsfield yes- 
terday. 

“We have tried to float bond 
issues to improve Grady hospital 
and we have tried to float bonds 
to rid the city of the fire traps 
known as portable schools at 
Boys’ High, Tech High and Mur- 
phy Junior High. ° 

“I know everyone in Atlanta 
wanted those improvements. 
There was no opposition. Every- 
one in Atlanta has been criticizing 
those schools and that hospital. 
Those who don’t know why it 
hasn’t been done have been criti- 
cizing the city. 

DON’T BLAME CITY 


“They mustn’t blame the city or 
its officials—they can blame only 
the restrictions the Georgia con- 
stitution places on a community’s 
right to borrow money through 
the sale of bonds.” 


The _ econstitutional restrictions 
now being criticized all over Geor- 
gia are: 

1. No community—city or coun- 
ty—can issue bonds.exceeding in 
amount more than 7 per cent of 
the assessed valuation of the com- 
munity’s property. 

2. No bond issue can be valid 
without the assent—in an election 
—of two-thirds of the qualified 
voters, “providing that the two- 
thirds so voting shall be a major- 
ity of the registered voters of the 
community.” 

Mayor Hartsfield said yester- 
day: 

“I believe that bond issues 
should be permitted with the as- 
sent of the majority of those vot- 
ing at the bond election.” 

. Bond elections never arousc the 
voter into going to the polls to ful- 
fil) his duty as a citizén, the mayor 
pointed out. 

BORED VOTER 

Georgians have a way of show- 
ing up at the polis only when 
there is a heated battle between or 
among candidates with a popular 
appeal that has aroused wide- 


| spread public interest. 


The Georgia voter is bored un- 
less there’s a bitter fight. 

And, even then: 

The last mayoralty election in 
Atlanta when Hartsfield was elect- 
ed in a hotly contested race against 
a field of eight other candidates, 
only 21,000 persons voted out of 
the 36,000 who were registered. 

Of those 21,000 who voted, 18,- 
001 would have had to vote favor- 
ably before a bond issue would 
have been allowed under the laws 
of the state. That’s a lot of votes. 
Less than 3,000 persons could have 
blocked the issuance of any bonds 
for civic improvements. 

Out in the Georgia counties, the 
civic leaders have real trouble. 

“We're trying to build a $50,000 
hospital in our county,” said a 
well-known Georgian yesterday.

21-member State Agricultural and 
Industrial Board to provide jobs 
for returning servicemen and to 
develop Georgia’s natural and hu- 
man resources. 

Outstanding citizens from large 
cities, smal! towns and rural areas 
—representing various phases of 
endeavor —comprise the new 
board. which will be sworn into 
office at 11 m. Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 1. 

To this board, created yester- 
day, will fall the gigantic task of 
exploring the possibilities of Geor- 
gia’s natural and human resources 
and “selling” the state to indus- 
trial plants. Governor Arnall said 
this would not be “merely another 
board that would investigate and 
then file away reports”’—it will 
find out what is needed and then 
see that this need is filled. 

Believed to be the broadest state 
planning board of any in the na- 
tion, the Georgia board will seek 
to develop all phases of human 
endeavor. Where postwar plan- 
ning boards of some other states 
look to the development of public 
works, roads, or industries, the 
Georgia board will have a seven- 
point improvement program.

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LONDON, Jan. 22.—(4)-—The 
Russians, pursuing the beaten Ger- 
man besiegers of Leningrad, closed 
in to within six miles of the great 
rail hub of Krasnogvardeisk con- 
trolling trunk railways to Estonia 
and Poland today while other 
forces captured 30 communities to 
the east where they were driving 
to free the major rail artery to 
Moscow. 

More than 70 towns and ham- 
lets were taken in the entire Len- 
ingrad area, 

The Leningrad fighting saw the 
day’s greatest advances as General 
Leonid A. Govorov’s forces cap- 
tured Komolova and Zaitseva, 
both six miles northwest of Kras- 
nogvardeisk. , 

RAILWAY CLEARING 

The Russians also officially an- 
nounced the clearing of a round- 
about railway from Leningrad to 
Moscow with the captures in the 
Mga area. ,. 

With the fall of the long-held 
Nazi strongpoint of Mga the Red 
army seized the key to the Ger- 
mfan fortifications southeast of 
Leningrad and raced ahead to 
wipe out Nazi troops still hold- 
ing a 60-mile stretch of the rail 
line linking the old Czarist and 
new Soviet capitals. 

This Nazi-held portion runs 
from the vicinity of Kolpino, 15 
miles southeast of Leningrad, to 
Volkhovo. Liberation of the rail- 
way would provide a powerful 
supply backbone for the Russians. 
and once again unite the efforts 
of the two greatest cities of the 
Soviet Union. 

From the southern’ shores of 
Lake Ilmen, below toppled. Nov- 
gorod, northward to the Baltic 
coast, the German army was try- 
ing to avert a major military dis- 
aster. 

COUNTING DEAD 

It appeared certain that the 
Germans could not escape losing 
many more than the 40,000 killed 
and 4,000 captured already tallied 
by the Russians, for the Red army 
has taken a strangle hold on too 
many chunks of the vital rail 
network below Leningrad and 
was swiftly closing in on the re- 
mainder. 

Photographs reaching Moscow 
from Leningrad showed German 
captives in special winter equip- 
ment. Associated Press Corre- 
spondent Eddy Gilmore observed 
that this was the first such equip- 
ment he had known to be used by 
the Germans in three winters in 
Russia. The soldiers, furthermore, 
were tall strapping men totally 
unlike the typical shivering “win- 
ter Fritz” frequently the subject 
of Russian cartoons. 

This indicated that the Soviet 
power drive was smashing through 
the best defense the Germans 
could offer.

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY’S AMPHIBIOUS FORCES 
IN THE BEACHHEAD SOUTH OF ROME, Jan. 22.—(AP) 
We walked in behind the German lines with hardly a shot 
being fired in a most sensational amphibious operation. 

It was so easy and simply done and caught the Germans 
so completely by surprise that as I write this dispatch six 
hours after the landing American troops are literally stand- 
ing with their mouths open and shaking their heads in utter 


amazement. 
“Maybe,” 


said Lieutenant Colonel Edgar C, Doleman, 


“the war is over and we don’t know it.” 

. “I still don’t believe it,” said a Fifth Army infantryman 
who had made other amphibious landings. 

The doughboys swarmed ashore at 2 a. m. expecting to 
have to fight their way in over the beach through barbed 


wire and mine fields. I 


landed with the second wave at 


2:10 a. m. Then we began walking, expecting each moment 
that the enemy would open fire with a blinding flash of 
fire. But we just walked. Nothing happened in my sector. 
There were only a few scattered shots fired and most of 
them came from our own tense troops. 

To our north there was a sound of gunfire but it was 
very light and at this early stage there was every indica- 
tion that Lieutenant General Mark Clark’s Fifth Army had 
pulled a brilliant maneuver to hit the enemy from the side 


and open the road to Rome.

Bureaucracy Must Wutch Step 


In Wartime, Warns Ramspeck 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(4)— 
Bureaucracy must watch its war- 
time step, Representative Ram- 
speck said today, lest its failure 


to give efficient, economical serv- 
ice open the gate for a possible 
dictatorship in this country. 

Speaking to the Southern Po- 
litical Science Association meet- 
ing at the Mayflower hotel here, 
Ramspeck put this challenge to 
present-day bureaucracy: 

“Above all it is the duty of the 
bureaucracy to give to the people 
the best possible government. It 
should always be remembered 
that a dissatisfied people will 
demand a change. When they 
become sufficiently dissatisfied, 
they vote for change without al- 
ways being sure what the result 
will be. 

“Dictators often ride to power 
amid the ruins of a government 
in which bureaucracy sought to 


be the master rather than the 
servant of the people.” 

Complex modern government, 
Ramspeck said, has made _ gov- 
ernment by bureaus a necessary 
system. “I do not agree,” he 
said, “that to abolish this type of 
government would in any way 
contribute to the welfare of the 
people. 

“It would be necessary,” the 
congressman continued, “to re- 
place these agencies—yes, these 
very bureaus—with other agen- 
cies having the same functions. 
The change would be in name 
only.” 

Ramspeck termed bureaucracy’s 
chief failing as “a tendency to 
thumb their collective noses at 
the legislative branch.” Some 
bureaucrats, the congressmen 
charged, try to stretch laws 
—_ by congress “to make the 
aws do things congress never in- 
tended them to do.”

By unanimous vote, the special 
expediting court rejected a Pull- 
man group plea that the inter- 
company relationship be permit- 
ted to continue after the elimi- 
nation of “exclusive dealing fea- 
tures” in its contracts with rail- 
road companies. 

Under these contracts, _ rail-

AN ADVANCED AIRBASE IN 
ITALY, Jan. 21.—(Delayed)—A 
German frontline air corps’ head- 
quarters, carefully hidden in what

ment by a United States admiral 
that he personally felt Argentina 
was acting as the black sheep of 
9 inter-American group of na- 
ons, 


Argentima is the only American 
republic to recognize the Bolivian 
regime and, with Bolivia, is the 
only one which did not participate 
in recent @tchanges of informa- 
tion concerning the Bolivian coup 
last month. 

Uruguay’s announcement said 
Bolivia would not be recognized 

“while presenf circumstances per- 
sist.” It dod not state these cir- 
cumstances, but informants said 
they included information that the 
Bolivian revolution was subject to 
outside influences and that one of 
the revolutionaries, Victor Paz 
Estenssoro, had met beforehand 
with Argentine nationalists at the 
Buenos Aires home of Count Karl 
von Luxburg, Germany’s former 
minister to Argentina. 

Vice Admiral Jonas H. Ingram, 
of the U. S. Navy, commander of 
the Allied forces in the south At- 
lantic, held a press conference 
here today and said that in his 
personal capacity he felt the Ar- 
gentine leaders should change 
their policy and bring Argentina 
into the Pan-American bloc.

Fixed Prices 


In 1770, Punished Violators 


By MARIE SMITH. 


The Office of Price Administra- 
tion didn’t start something en- 
tirely new when they placed ceil- 
ings on food prices, according to 
regional OPA officials who dis- 
closed that a price-fixing order 
was issued by the Botetourt coun- 
ty court in Virginia in February, 
1770. 

Those were the days when foods 
sold for shillings, instead of cents, 
and whisky could be bought for 
the equivalent of 63 cents a gal- 
lon. 

That was probably America’s 
firat price-fixing order and the 
court officials placed ceilings on 
such items as wine, whiskeys, 
food, lodging, pasturage, stabling 
and oats. The court set the fol- 
lowing charges for the wine list 
of inns and hotels: 

Madeira wine, 12 shillings per 
gallon (about $1.50); claret wine, 
16 shillings per gallon (about $2); 
Virginia strong malt beer, seven 
and a half pence a bottle (about

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15 cents); same beer sold on draft, 
one shilling, three pence per gal- 
lon (about 18 cents); whisky, per 


cents). 

The ceiling prices for meals 
read: 

“For a warm diet with smal! 
beer, nine pence, (about 18 cents). 
For a cold diet with small beer, 
six pence (about 12 cents). What 
the diet was to consist of was not 
mentioned. 

Price differentials existed in 
those days, too, as the tariff for 
lodging discloses. For instance: 
“Lodging in clean sheets, one in 
a bed, six pence (about 12 cents): 
if two in a bed, three pence, three 
farthings (about seven cents).” 

Assuming that every guest trav- 
eled by horse, a “ceiling price” of 
six pence (about.12 cents) per gal- 
lon of corn was fixed with another 
six pence (12 cents) for 24 hours 
pasturage. “For plenty of hay and 
fodder for one night,” the price 
regulation said, “the cost will be 
seven pence, half penny (about 15 
cents).” Oats by the sheaf were 
priced at three pence (about 9 
cents) “for a good large one.” 

With this action of 1770 as a 
precedent, the Bath county court 
in Virginia on March 11, 1817 also 
fixed prices for liquor, meals, 
lodging and accommodations for 
the travelers’ horse. 

That there were price violators 
in those days is shown by Bath 
county court records which dis- 
closed that a grand jury in Sep- 
tember, 1817, indicted one Heze- 
_kiah Daggs, tavern keeper at Hot 
Springs. Va., for charging 50 cents 
for a dinner when “ceiling price” 
was 34 cents. He was fined $12

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Hitler Appoints Rommel 
Top Anti-Invasion Chief 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—(4)—Adolf Hitler was reported today by the 
Daily Express to have appointed his twice-beaten former “Desert 
Fox,” Marshal Erwin Rommel, as inspector-general for defense of 


Europe. 


Rommel theoretically becomes Germany’s supreme anti-invasion 


chief. 

Actually, however, an inspector- 
general in the German army sel- 
dom gives orders to a field com- 
mander and it is believed Field 
Marshal Karl] von Rundstedt will 
remain in active charge of defend- 
ing Hitler’s Atlantic wall. 


The Express quoted neutral re-| 


ports saying Von Rundstedt, who 
more than once has shown open 
ecorn for Nazism ‘and has been 
quoted as referring to Hitler as 
“an inflated lance corporal,” has 
been moved to southeastern Eu- 
rope where he will be in charge of 
the areas at the rear of Field Mar- 
shal Fritz von Mannstein retreat- 
ing from Russia. 
TEMPORARY SHIFT 

According to the best informa- 
- tion available in London, this is 
likely to prove a temporary shift. 
It is believed von Rundstedt has 
been assigned to a special task to 
prepare the ground for von Mann- 
stein’s retreating armies and then 
will return to his post as anti-inva- 
sion field commander in the west. 

Rommel'’s appointment as _ in- 
spector- general was interpreted 
here as a new move by Hitler to 
tighten the Nazi hold on the Ger- 


man army against a possible re-| 


volt by generals of the high com. 
mand. 

Yon Rundstedt, known as the 
“high priest” of German strategy, 
never has been entirely trusted by 
Hitler, but the dictator never has 
been able to find a substitute for 
his genius in the ranks of dyed-in- 
the-wool Nazis. For this reason it 
is understood here that Hitler or- 
dered Rommel to treat von Rund- 
stedt with kid gloves for fear von 
Rundstedt would resign again as 
he did in 1941, or exploit his in- 
fluence among German army offi- 
cers to stage a revolt. 

HITLER’S RIGHT HAND 

In his role as inspector-general 
Rommel would be able to keep an 
eye on von Rundstedt, who out 
ranks him both in age and senior- 
ity of service, and officiate rather 
as Hitler's right hand man than 
as commander in the field. 

Among other reshuffles of the

Severing 
of these routes, 12 and 22 miles 
from the coast, would trap the 
bulk of the German Tenth army, 
13 divisions strong, and leave the 
path to Rome itself virtually un- 
defended. 


There appeared to be little 
chance that the enemy could bring 
other divisions southward from 
the Po valley to protect Rome 
over the bomb-blasted roads and 
railways.

EASIER THAN SALERNO 


Firm establishment of the beach- 
heads below Rome was apparent- 
ly far easier than at Salerno last 
September, and allowed a quick 
drive inland. 


The secret of the success ap- 
parently was close co-ordination 
with the new ground offensive and 
the uninterrupted Allied air on- 
slaught. 


While the big fleet of landing 
craft, escorted by American, Brit- 
ish, Greek, Dutch and French war- 
ships, moved in toward the 
beaches before dawn this morn- 
ing, the Fifth Army erupted all 
along its front to the southeast 
in a furious all-out assault from 
French positions in the mountains 
above Sant’ Elia to British lines 
along the coast. 


This assault, with the air offeri- 
sive that already had knocked out 
all but one of Rome’s airfields and 
smashed German communications, 
was successfully designed to pin 
the Nazis in their defensive lines 
and insure the triumph of the 
great amphibious operation. 


At the first peep of dawn Allied 
planes began continuous cover 
over the new beachheads and the 
Tyrrhenian sea route for rein- 
forcements and supplies. 


SIDESTEP MARSHES 


From the German acknowledg- 
ments it was apparent that the Al- 
lies had sidestepped the easily de- 
fended Pontine marshes and 
driven onto the solid beaches far- 
ther north. Only a few scattered 
hills bar the route to Rome, in con- 
trast with mile after mile of tow- 
ering saber-toothed mountains on 
the cross-Maly fronts of the Fifth 
and Eighth armies.

American 
patrols which had crossed the 
Rapido earlier had predicted the 
fierce opposition that the main 
body met today. 

This forward movement was 
pressed along a 20-mile front. On 
the north shore of the Garigliano, 
where the British established a 
bridgehead early in the week, they 
gained more ground, taking Trim- 
onsueli and Vandra and fighting 
stiff German opposition in the 
Castelforte area. One German 
counterattack forming at Castel- 
forte was broken up by Allied 
artillery.

LONDON, Jan. 22.—(#)—The 
Germans’ hard-won and precious 
Italian stalemate apparently was 
smashed today by the American- 
British landing deep in their rear, 
and Adolf Hitler was forced to- 
ward another bitter decision as 
the Allies took a big step forward 
in their grand continental strategy.

Albany Library 
Bookmobile Ends 
Outstanding Year

ALBANY, Ga., Jan. 22.—When 
Mrs. Emma Menko became li- 
brarian of the Carnegie library in 
Albany, she was told by her 
trainer, “You’re too nervous ever 
to hold the job.” However, she 
has just submitted to the Albany 
city commissioners her thirty- 
eighth annual report as librarian. 

At the same meeting, two new 
members were added to the li- 
brary board, including Hugh 
Shackelford and Jimmy Davis, 
two Albany attorneys. Mrs. W. E. 
Rowsey was re-elected, and Mrs. 
J. M. Barnett was named chair- 
man for another year. 

It was reported that an out- 
standing work of the library, the 
bookmobile, operated by Mrs. Ime 
Oliver, had been of immense val- 
ue to rural people and soldiers. 
Mrs. Oliver has carried the trav- 
eling library to all parts of the 
county and to Turner field, with 
the result that 33,771 books were 


circulated outside the city limits’ 


of Albany. Inside the city, 46,063 
books were circulated. Of this 
number by far the largest per- 
centage of books read were fic- 
tion. Of fiction 33,570 were read; 
non-fiction, 2,676, and juvenile, 


9,817. The same percentages pre- 


vailed in the rural sections, with 
love stories leading. 

Mrs. Menko has noted a great 
change in the reading public. 
Time was when she knew every 
reader in the library, but with 
so many new people in town, she 
doesn’t know nearly all of them. 
It appears that the newcomers 
have the most time for reading 
nowadays. More women still read 
books, but since so many house- 
wives are working, they have less 
time for reading. The habit of 
using the reference books and 
reading rooms is still holding 
sway, with servicemen coming in 
large numbers. 

The library now has 19,564 vol- 
umes, Mrs. Menko reported. Most 
of the non-fiction books read per- 
tain to the war and other current 
problems.

“We need it badly. We haven't 
been able to put it over.

“I know everybody in Atlanta 
wanted those hospital and school 
improvements.

In the postwar improvement 
plans for Atlanta—the plaza plan, 
the elevated highways, downtown 
parks, fireproof schools, and many 
other projects—Atlanta will need 
a bond issue.

So well did he succeed that he 
now owns a ranch, supports a 
family, and performs such feats 
as flying airplanes, driving auto- 
mobiles, playing cards, operating 
a typewriter and shaving himself. 

Today, the 48-year-old veteran 
began a nation-wide morale-build- 
ing tour for the American Legion. 

In hospitals across the country, 
he will tell soldiers wounded in 
‘the present conflict that “What I 
have done, any handicapped sol- 
dier will be able to do.” 

National field secretary of the 
Legion, McGonegal, told a press 
conference: 

“When I was discharged, I ask- 
ed myself, ‘Am I dead or alive?’ 
I said, ‘Alive.’ Off that I started 
to build. I never lost hope. 

“IT can do anything I want to 
do, but I. have to do it my own 
way. That’s the only difference.” 

The veteran, whose “arms” are 
appliances known as double hooks, 
already has visited some hospitals. 
He said the reaction of the wound- 
ed at the Walter Reed hospital in 
Washington was “wonderful—they 
didn’t want me to leave.” 

Marine Sergeant Theodore S. 
Jones, 23, of Amdison, Wis., who 
lost both arms and a leg at Guad- 
alcanal, thought McGonegal was 
an artificial arms salesman when 
‘he visited the. Oakland Naval 
Base, Oakland, Cal. But after 
hearing McGonegal’s story, the 
Marine exclaimed: 

“By gad, I’m going to get mar- 
ried.” 

He did, too, McGonegal recalled. 
adding:

1943 Was Difficult Year 


For State Draft Board 


With many local boards balking at drafting fathers, the state 
selective service board had its most difficult year during 1943, but 
all boards now are furnishing their proportionate share of fathers 
to complete calls which cannot be filled with non-fathers, State 
Director James N. Keelin Jr., said in his annual report to Governor 


Arnall. 

“The group inducted into serv- 
ice during 1943 has been a more 
difficult group to process than 
those of previous years,” Keelin 
said in his report yesterday. “This 
was due to the fact that early in 
1943 the supply of single men be- 
came almost exhausted, and it be- 
came necessary to process for in- 
duction married men without chil- 
dren; then, during the latter part 
of the year, it became necessary 
to reclassify and process for induc- 
tion pre-Pearl Harbor fathers. 
This was one of the greatest diffi- 
culties encountered during the 
year, as many boards offered re- 
sistance to the induction of 
fathers. But they have now finally 
gotten in line and all boards are 
furnishing their proportionate 
share of fathers to complete calls

Georgia’s boards inducted 91,647 
men in 1943, bringing the total to 
226,553, Keelin said. The women 
who have joined the service dur- 
ing this time brought the total to 
approximately 250,000. 

Installing a broader classifica- 
tiof system, the state board made 
a survey that resulted in deferring 
essential farmers and industrial 
workers but sending into service 
unnecessary workers in these 
fields, Keelin said. 

“A system was devised to ac- 
curately check the agricultural 
production of each registrant and 
evaluate it according to prede- 
termined standards,” the report 
stated, “Arrangements were 
made to secure farm surveys and 
recommendations from the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
War Boards which exist in each 
county. As a result of this ex- 
haustive survey, a large number 
of unnecessary, incapable, and 
part-time alleged farmers have 
been made available for military 
service, and a large number of 
necessary, capable and full-time 
farmers who would not have been 
otherwise deferred, have now 
been granted agricultural defer- 
ments to raise the necessary food 
prasiuction.” 

The needs of industry -likewise 
were given consideration, Keelin 
said. Replacement schedules were 
accepted, carefully worked out, 
and approved for 292 employers 
who are directly engaged in war 
production or an activity sup- 
porting the war effort.

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 22.— 
The movement in congress to pro- 
vide mustering out pay for dis- 
charged veterans of World War 
II has the overwhelming support 
of the voters. 

Although the public is generally 
strongly inclined toward economy 
in matters of government spend- 
ing, the weight of opinion in re- 
spect to the issue of mustering out 
pay is on the side of the more 
generous provisions of the senate 
bill rather than the house Dill, 
which calls for a top sum of $200 
less. Moreover, the great -‘major- 
ity of Americans say they are will- 
ing to pay higher taxes to make 
these payments possible. 

This is indicated in a coast-to- 
coast survey by the Institute. The 
public’s willingness to grant 
bounty pay to servicemen con- 
trasts sharply with its attitude to- 
ward the cashing of the soldier's 
borius certificates in 1935 by vet- 
erans of World War Il. At that 
time a survey found nearly as 
many voters opposed to the bonus 
as in favor of it. 

National opinion today was 
sounded both on the general prin- 
cipal of mustering out pay and on 
the specific sums provided in the 
senate bill.

20 Solons Face 
Bribery Charge 


LANSING, Mich., Jan. 22.—(/) 
Circuit Judge Leland W.: Carr’s 
one-man grand jury today ordered 
the arrest of 20 members and for- 
mer members of the Michigan 
legislature and six officials of fi- 
nance companies, chafging they 
corruptly conspired to influence 
legislative votes on bills in the 
1939 session of the legislature. 

The warrant charges a common 
law conspiracy by making and ful- 
filling promises of bribes. 

It charges that bribes were paid 
on three different pieces of legisla- 
tion, one of them regulating small 
loan interest rates, a second pro- 
viding procedures for foreclosing 
chattel mortgages and limiting de- 
ficiency judgments on such mort- 
gages, and the third a bill to regu- 
late retail and installment con- 
tracts covering motor vehicles.

This habit, grown far too common in recent weeks, can 
only create mental confusion and may, even, aid the enemy by 
disturbing the even tenor of war material production in this 
country. 

There is an ancient axiom to the effect that the only way a 
pedestrian can reach a distant destination is by taking one step 
at a time. The only way life may be lived is by living one hour 
at 


a time. ) 
When a nation, such as ours, is engaged in a war, such as the 
present world struggle, there is only one road to victory. That 1s 
the hour-by-hour devotion to duty of us all, civilians of all 
classes and occupations, as well as soldiers and war workers. 

A hill position in Italy is not won by the waving of a magic 
wand, but by the hard, painful, feral advance, foot by foot, step 
by step, of our intantrymen, 

We cannot voice some magic abracadabra and thereby place 
in the air vast numbers of great bomber p'anes. We can only 
‘achieve that end by the careful building, piece by piece, of such 
a plant as the Beli Bomber plant, and then we can only create 
the bombers as trained workers follow, step by step, the creation 
and the assembly of the myriad parts that go into each plane. 

Most of us cannot, no matter how muck we wish, invest 
thousands of dollars in War Bonds. We can, though, by faithful 
allotment of what we can spare out of each pay check, buy bonds

‘Pray for Us, 
Help Us If You Can’ 


We are a rural state. I am aware of the fact 
our manufactured articles are of more value than 
our crops, but there is a reason for that. We still 
are a rural state and the most of our people live 
in rural communities. 

We are, because of many economic factors, a poor state in so far 
as the average income of our people is concerned. We are rich in 
good people and therefore the poorer for all practical purposes be- 
cause so many are poor financially. 

We need more money for many things, among them education. 
We need, as much as anything else, a real program for helping farm 
4 eg We need some sort of planning for people who want to go 
back to the farm. For these, and other reasons, I long ago became 
sick and tired of self-seeking politicians, the professional “farmer’s 
friend,” whose friendship consists of free barbecues and fish fries 
at political speakings, high praise of the farmer as the backbone of 
the state, many promises, and nothing more. 


We long have needed federal aid to balance our own lack of 
income in education, without, of course, any federal control of our 
educational systems. We need help, from our own agencies and 
from federal agencies, for the small farmer. It is foolish to suppose 
the small farmer, without telephone and without access to market 
reports from day to day, can compete in the modern market. Small 
farmers realize this. Some are finding the way out. The chicken 
industry in north Georgia 1s an example. Here and there small co- 
operative efforts are succeeding. There is nothing wrong, and much 
right, with co-operative effort. 
that such efforts sometimes are begun ill-advisedly on too large a 
scale and with too mych overhead. 


For years the washed-away fields, the red hills of Georgia (and 
other southern states), have been sending in their young people to 
Atlanta, Savannah, Macon and to the other cities of the state. Hun- 
dreds have gone to Detroit, to Chicago, New York and cities of the 
east and middle west. 


CASE HISTORY Every man and woman, I guess, has a longing 
for the soil, a feeling that if they can get back 


to a farm, life somehow will be better. 


Many, many of them try it. I hear from a great many of them. 
A letter of a day ago impressed me as worth some comment in 
this time when everyone thinks of the farmer, of every farmer, as 
being prosperous. It read: 


“. . « We moved to the country four years ago, exchanged our 
home in Aflanta for 84-acre farm, one house. My husband was hurt 
in an auto accident in ’37 and cannot do much plowing. Last year 
he started a crop. Give out before he finished planting. Could 
not get anybody to work so we did not make anything but a few 
sweet potatoes. Nobody has made much around here for three 
years. So you see the farmer needs the prayers of you good people. 


“We cannot get credit in the country any more. You have to pay 
for fertilizer in 30 days. We had to sell our cow last year. Did not 
have money to buy feed. Did not get a hog so we have to buy 
all we have. We would like to get two bushels of onions to plant 
so we would have something to sell. By May we have a mule and 
wagon. No car. 


“We are both past 60 so if you know .of anyone that could let 
us have $15 per month for four months the Lord will bless you. 
If we don’t grow something to eat lots of us will go hungry. We 
want to do our part. We have no children. 


“If this war don’t make people better nothing will. I have a 
brother buried with his comrades and I have five nephews some- 
where on the battlefront now. So pray for us and help us if you can. 

“Respectfully, 


The letter is from a county adjoining Fulton. It is, I am sure, 
from good people. It is a cry of defeat and the answer is much 
more than $15 a month for the next few months, 


TO GO BACK We should have had'some sort of plan for help- 

ing those who want to go back to the farm. We 
have a farm purchase plan for tenants and croppers which -has 
worked out amazingly well. Buf it is under fire, chiefly from large 
landowners who don’t want to see a great many independent small 
farmers established out of the ranks of farm labor. 

After the war there will be thousands wanting to go back to the 
land. What sort of plan will be ready for them? Will there be 
plenty of farms for sale, at high prices, for men who-eare obeying 
that old desire to “own a farm” and who stake all they have in it? 


They will find land conditions about which they know nothing. 
They will encounter problems of marketing which will defeat them, 
as it long has defeated many small farmers. 

Will our friends of the land really work out something, or will 
they give them fish fries and prejudices and assure them they are 
the backbone of the nation? | °

On Value of Life 


It so happened, the other day, I was reading 
that grand old philosopher, Samuel Johnson. And, 
perhaps because of the particular portion of his 

_ writings holding my attention, it struck me how 
ros oon he writes thoughts upon life. For example, a few quo- 
ations: 

“Learn that the present hour alone is man’s.” 

“Reflect that life, like every other blessing, derives its value 
from its use alone.” 

As so frequently happens, reading these words written almost 
two centuries ago started a train of independent thought, with ap- 
plications to present conditions of life. 

I can’t say, however, that I am able 


NOT EXACTLY TRUE 
to agree fully with the first of the two 


Johnsonian quotations above, In a very real sense there are hours 
of the future which are man’s, as well as the present hour, 

Hours of the future belong to us in the sense that we are capable 
of shaping them and making them better and happier hours simply 
by the manner in which we employ the present hour, For it is 
eternally true that man’s usage of the hours to come is determined 
by the sort of man he makes himself and it is likewise true that 
progress, happiness and contentment all alike depend almost en- 
tirely upon the unseen spirit within each one of us, rather than 


upon outside influences or circumstances. 
In another sense, no portion of time 


IN ANOTHER SENSE |: . 
is anything at all until we have lived 


it. Thus the man who dies in what we call the years of youth is 
actually losing nothing from his life span, for the future years are 
not his to lose until he is actually living through them. 

If those hours yet unlived must be lived under circumstances 
that are an insult and an affront to the spirit of man, they are not 
worthy the living, and when we lose, or forego them, we lose nor 
renounce: nothing of value. 

This is why it is fully worth while to die in battle when the 
cause for which you fight and die is that liberty of the human spirit 
which means the difference between human dignity and human 
serfdom. 

But, you say, you have just finished arguing that external condi- 


tions do not matter when the spirit of man has acquired tranquillity 


and the ability to live unto itself. 

Yes, but remember that there are others to come after us. Our 
sons and daughters and their children. If life for them is to be 
worth the living we must bequeath to them conditions under which 
it is possible for them to acquire the spirit peace we all desire.

Their bright spirits have only soared 
away and, wherever they may be, they must know the contentment 
that comes from the realization of sacrifice for a worthy cause, of 
happiness in the understanding that the generations of the future 
are saved from the crushing hand of a triumphant evil. 


We must, all of us, learn to rise superior over the events on earth 
that would bring to us sorrow and tears. We must learn to under- 
stand that death on earth is but the opening of a door. That those 
who pass through that door in youth lose nothing. Perhaps they 
gain more than we can imagine by entering without delay into a 
world of the.spirit that offers a calm tranquility that must come 
with knowledge of those mysteries which we can learn only after 
we drop the material shackles of the mundane world.

Who can deny, then, that the comparatively short life span of a 
Colin Kelly, with its flaming end in courage, was not of immeas- 
urably greater value than, in different circumstances, it might have 
been had it been extended to 80 years. 

The passing hour is ours, only, save for the shape we can give 
to the hours to come. Life’s value lies only in the use we make of 
it. Let us then see that our spirit, hour by hour, is so composed 
we may find fullest joy and proper use of life as we live it. And, 
remember, that the value of life usage lies chiefly in the service we 
can perform for our fellows. Only in forgetting self can we give 
each fleeting moment a value that makes all life of value worth 
the living.

Text and Pretext 


Some years ago Wickham Steed, 
the then brilliant editor of the 
English Review of Reviews, broad- 
cast to Americans and Britishers 
the warning that when they visit- 
ed each other’s countries not to 
forget that they were on foreign 
soil, I used to be reminded of 
this whenever I embarked in Eng- 
land. I was always shocked by 
beholding a huge sign with fhe 
direction, “This Way, Aliens,” 
which meant me. I hate to be 
called an “alien.” It reminds me 
of the words of the Apostle Paul: 
“Aliens from the commonwealth 

without God, and without 
hope in the world.” 

Nevertheless I believe Mr. 
Steed’s warning was wholesome. 
There is so much that is common 


forgetting that there are many 
significant differences. They may 
be, and usually are insignificant in 
themselves, but when we ,remem- 
ber that we are most sensitive in 
many of these little differences, 
their cumulative effect does count. 
I find myself instantly on the 
defensive whenever an English- 
man begins a_ sentence: “You 
Americans.” Three thousand miles 
of ocean are immediately between 
us. 
An Englishman has been offend- 
ed by some very crude conduct 
of a man from “the States,” and 
he proceeds to include me and all 
my fellow countrymen, in one of 
those “you Americans” character- 
izations. I am very proud of be- 
ing an American, but I draw the 
line when my individuality is 
threatened by being merged into 
“you Americans.” And we may 
be sure that the Englishman feels 
the same way when one of us 
takes an upper snob, or a low 
cockney as our text, and begins 
with “you Englishmen.” 


But despite these minor differ- | 
ences, which are irritating, when 
one is in England he is constantly 
reminded that he is in the land 
where the language which he 
speaks was born. There one may | 
walk in fancy in the very foot 
steps of the Canterbury Pilgrims, 
and with the memory of Chauncer 
so immediate and real you feel 
as if he stood by the cradle of 


English speech. There is .some- 
thing of the feeling of going back 
to one’s early home, to be so near

was made, or where Shakespeare 
wrote his plays.

The war has increased Georgia’s supply of quail almost double, 
in the opinion of two Atlantans, who recently returned from what 
apparently is the year’s best hunt for a single day. 


Jimmy Glore and A. H. Davis, 
both employes of the Railway Ex- 
press Agency, along with Pete 
Varnedoe and his son, Dean, 


turned in a perfect day last week, 
each getting the bag limit of ten 
quail and each shooting only a 
minimum of shells. 


The hunt was held in Telfair 
county, with Mr. Varnedoe as host 
to the Atlantans. 


“I’ve been hunting in Georgia 
a long time,’ Mr. Davis said, “and 
I’ve never seen anything like this 
before. Why we just didn’t bother 
with single birds and we flushed 
so many coveys I lost count com- 
pletely.” 


Davis said it took him more 
than a month to buy up enough 
shells to go on the hunt. 

“I refused to pay $5 for a box 
of shells, like some of the deal- 
ers were asking, so I had to get 
them three or four at the time, 
according to what the merchants 
would let me have.” 

Davis said he estimated the four 
men shot about 100 shells in kill- 
ing the 40 quail. He said he car- 
ried 73 with him and brought back 
more than half of them. 

Georgia will be a hunting para- 
dise after the war, in the opinion 
of these veteran huntsmen. Quail 
coveys are larger than ever before 
and there are more coveys.

Game and Fish 
Report Shows 
Activity Gains 


The State Game and Fish Com- 
mission now has 36 _ wildlife 
rangers and the force “is being in- 
creased as fast as qualified men 
can be obtained,” Director Charles 
N. Elliott said Saturday in a re- 
port to the Governor. 

When he took office last May, 
following a reorganization of the 
department, he disclosed, only five 


rangers were on duty. Around 75 
to 100 have been employed in past 
years to enforce game and fish 
regulations. 

Elliot said manpower is unavail- 
able to carry on a full peace time 
program but said, in view of the 
curtailment of hunting and fish- 
ing caused by ammunition and 
travel difficulties, the force is con- 
sidered adequate. 

Rangers caught 353 persons for 
alleged violations of regulations 
last year, he said, and obtained 
191 convictions. Some cases still 
are pending. He also said that 
fines levied against violators in 
the last six months were more 
than three times the amount col- 
lected in the previous 18 months. 

Cost of personal services was 

cut from $119,716 in 1942 to $90,- 
883 in 1943 and traveling expenses 
were reduced from $43,212 to $30,- 
483, Elliot said. Outlay increased 
$7,950 because of the purchase of 
two patrol boats for coastal wa- 
ters, he said, but other costs, such 
as for printing, supplies and equip- 
ment, were reduced more than 
$13,000. 
_ Last year for the first time, E1- 
liot reported, the state received 
federal aid for wildlife projects. 
Five already have been under- 
taken and $53,000 will be spent on 
them in the current fiscal year. 

Other activities of the commis- 
sion listed in his report included: 

Distribution of more than 500,- 
000 fish, improvement of three 
fish hatcheries and virtual com- 
pletion of another—the largest in 
Walton county, development of a 
brood of 500 quail at the’ state 
game farm, adoption of “a plan- 
ned enforcement program” in the 
coastal area and revision of game 
and fish regulations.

The eighth Liberty ship to be 
named for an outstanding Negro 
American, the SS John Hope, will 
be launched at the yards of the 
Permanente Metals Corporation, 
Richmond, Cal., the latter part of 
this month, according to an an- 
nouncement of the Maritime Com- 
mission, 

The naming of the vessel will 
be a tribute to the late president 
of Atlanta University, who spent 
all of his life in educational work 
among Negroes, up until his death 
in 1936. Elected‘ president ~ of 
Morehouse College in 1906, he 
served in that capacity until 1931, 
when Morehouse became affiliat- 
ed with Atlanta University. Dr. 


Hope was elected president of At- 
lanta University following a mer- 
ger of Atlanta University and 
Spelman College. 

Dr. Hope was recipient of many 
honors during his life time. In 
1919 he was elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa, honarary scholastic soci- 
ety. From Brown University he 
received a degt®e of master of

Whitfield County | Farmers Join Soil Association and Improve Land, Home 


DALTON, Ga., Jan. 22.—Eight | 
years ago Glenn and Robert :G. 


Cooper, of Cohutta, joined the} 
Whitfield County Soil Improve- 
ment Association and began work 
on a washed-out farm that prom- 
ised little in good family living, 
but they had a vision of building 
their farm from a washed’ hill- 
side into one that would provide 
a good standard of living. 

At that time they were produc- 
ing 150 pounds of lint cotton per 
acre, and cotton was their only 
cash crop. They grew no grain 
or lespedeza and gave their soil 
little encouragement to produce 
bountiful harvests. 

With the advice of Whitfield 
County Agricultural Agent Keely 


Greer, they adopted crop rotations, 


such as wheat, lespedeza and crim- 
son clover. One field, where only 
|scrub pine and broomsedge grew 
was given such treatment, along 
with lime and phosphate and it 
now yields a vigorous growth of 
alfalfa, 


The Coopers found it Impossible 
to grow legumes, especially deep- 
rooted ones without plenty of 
phosphate and lime, Greer said. 
As demonstration farmers they 
have used 25,500 pounds of triple 
superphosphate and 40 tons of 
ground dolomitic limestone. 

They have increased cotton 
yield on their farm from 150 
pounds to 500 mounds of lint per 
acre. In 1943 they made 60 bush- 


els of corn per acre and produced 
a barn full of hay. 

Young Glenn Cooper now has 
15 head of black Angus cattle and 
a registered Angus bull. Before 
developing his pastures to support 
this herd, he only had a few scrub 
cows. 

He has completely terraced his 
farm as an aid to his soil build- 
ing plan. On a pine bluff of erod- 
ed: land, he has established one 
acre of kudzu to take care af ter- 
race outlets. . 

Last spring the Coopers became 
interested in high producing poul- 
try, and bought a Pimento strain 
of Rhode Island Reds. They now 
have 600 pullets and are getting 
500 eggs per day. Since January 


1 they have been selling eggs to 
hatcheries. The chickens. are 
housed in a building constructed 
of concrete blocks with a concrete 
foundation. All grain fed this flock 
is home-raised. 

As result of the progress on 
this demonstration farm, neighbors 
of the Coopers who were once in- 
different to better farm manage- 
ment practices are now using prac- 
tices that have been tested on this 
farm and found practical.

We must give 
more than lip service to the truth 
that the physical strength of its 
people must be a major objective 
in a form of government which 
depends for success upon the indi- 
vidual and his reactions. 

We must admit that strength is 
as necessary for the tasks of peace 
as for the tasks of war. We need 
to recognize the fact that health

War Reporter, 
St. John, Talks 
On Wednesday 


— 

Atlantans will have the chance 
Wednesday night to see and heer 
fn person the famous radio “voice” 
of Robert St. John, who until re 
cently flashed the latest war news 
over-the air here daily. St. Johr 
will lecture on “The World a* 
War” from the stage of the Erlan 
ger Theater at 8:15 p. m. 

What St. John has to say about 
the world at war should make in- 
teresting hearing. He holds the 
doubtful honor of having missed 
death by bombing or machinegun 
bullets four times and has been 
in more battle “areas than any 
other war correspondent in the 
present conflict. Hi# best-selling 
book, “The Land of the Silent 
People,” published over a year 
ago and still going strong, tells 
a grim tale of the Nazi holocaust 
in Europe. From the date the Ger- 
mans invaded Poland right through 
to the tragic British evacuation 
from Greece in what was far more 
than a second “Dunkirk,” St. John 
was always in the center of the 
spot, where things were happen 
ing. He survived the bombing of 
Belgrade, Uzice, Sarajevo, [lidze, 
Budva, Corfu, Patras, Argos and 
Crefe, from where he escaped to 
Egypt. 

Since then he has worked in 
British munitions factories, dug 
for air raid victims in Canter- 
bury, flown the North Atlantic 
with the RAF, and made it his 
business to know intimately scores 
of the big men in the refuye 
governments.

He 
gathers the facts of the war anc 
when he talks about them—he 
withholds nothing. He has the 
knack of making the war live for 
his audiences, giving them every 
side of the story so that they may 
draw their own conclusions.

Administrator 


“THE SEVEN MYTHS OF HOUS: 
ING,” by Nathan Straus. Knopf. 
$2.75. 

If “The Seven Myths of Hous- 
‘ing’ is aimed at the average in- 
telligent American who should be 
interested in housing, then it fails 
in that attempt. I forced myself 
to read the first half, and consid- 
ering myself the average intelli- 
gent American, it is a very dull 
book, I browsed through the rest 
of it and was most interested in 
pages 215, 216 and 217, which are 
contained in the chapfer entitled 
“A Plan and a Purpose.” 

This “Plan and Purpose” seems 
to put the responsibility for action 
on Uncle Sam, where it should be. 

I believe that all American citi- 
zens are convinced of the need of 
housing and slum clearance pro)- 
ects, Yet, even here in the south, 
there has been a strong movement 
and the people, especially of the 
lower class brackets, are begin- 
ning to realize that in things of 
such import and such magni- 
tude, only the federal government 
has the resources and organization 
for remedying the situation. Hous- 
ing, like public health and se- 
curity, is part of the large mass 
movement toward.a strong fed- 
eral government. 

I don’t believe for the moment 
that this means an end to private 
industry. Private enterprise can 
and will always flourish, but I 
believe that the public at large 
feels that anything which has to 
do with social security, public 
health, etc., in the America to 
come shouJld remain a part of the 
federal government, 

I repeat that I am writing about 
this book as the average Ameri- 
can and not the specialist in the 
field. Although I have been con- 
vinced for years that housing was 
necessary, like most other Ameri- 
cans who have interest in other 
things, I have a lethargy to the 
problem and this book did not 
stir me and make me feel the 
real necessity or make me want 
to talk about it to my fellow man. 

But perhaps Mr. Straus wrote 
“The Seven Myths of Housing” 
primarily as a justification for 
his own administration of the 
United States Housing Authority.

JOURNEY INTO THE FOG: The 
story of the Vitus Bering and 
the Bering Sea. By Cornelia 
Goodhue. (Doubleday, Doran. 
* $2.50.)

Overlooking the bleak sea which 
bears his name, Vitus Bering lies 
buried on the desolate fog-drench- 
ed barrenness of Commander 
Island, a tiny dot between the tip 
of the Aleutians and ‘Kamchatka. 
He died a man broken in spirit 
by apparent failure and broken 
in body of scurvy. 

“Jéurney _Into the Fog,” by 
Goodhue is an extremely readable 
and absorbing account of the Dane 
Vitus Bering and his two voyages 
to discover whether Asia and 
America were separate continents. 
His story is as old as the story 
of man—a story of attempted 
progress in the face of tremen- 
dous obstacles. 

At the beginning of the eight-

eenth century only the North Pa- 
cific remained uncharted. Com- 
missioned to explore the area by 
Peter the Great of Russia on his 
deathbed, Bering set forth in the 
first flush of optimism and ex.

monotony of satisfying physical

“Journey Into the Fog” is in- 
valuable for its timeliness and 
readibility.

Fathers and brothers 
are off to war. One 
man saw a need...

HE boys on our block have opened our 

eyes, my husband’s and mine, to 

some potent truths these past few 
months. We were slow to catch on, but it 
seems to me that what we've finally 
learned is important to other adult Ameri- 
cans in wartime. 

We learned from the youngsters that 
boys are missing their fathers, that they 
are hungry for the companionship and 
even the guidance of men. Not that these 
typical noisy, argumentative, fighting 
eight- and ten-year-olds would put this 
truth in words. The proof lies in their 
actions. 


W. HAVE two boys of our own and live 
in an ordinary middle-class neighborhood 
of houses, bungalow courts and apart- 
ments. Our neighbors all have nice gar- 
dens, but we have the only real back yard. 
Naturally, the boys took it over. Just as 
naturally, since I have my work to do 


singlehanded these days, the boys got to . 


be too much for me. As we finished break- 
fast I’d hear the ack-ack and the dive 
bombers. Then I’d hear shriller, angrier 
notes in their war cries. The mimic com- 
mando raids had gone realistic, the fight 
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was on, the casualties actual. After giving 
first aid, I’d send them home with in- 
structions not to come back until the next 
day. 

Then one Sunday my husband stepped 
out for a minute to inspect a fort our 
seven-year-old had built. 

“*That’s a good job, Bill,” he said. ““But 
we might take off this plank and saw the 
end straight so some fellow doesn’t get 
hooked on the point, don’t you think?’ 

‘Yeah, we sure 
oughta,’’ chimed in 
Kenny, an apartment 
neighbor, 10 years old. 
He dropped expertly 
over the back fence, 
picked up a hammer 
and knocked off the 
plank. Like a gentle- 
man, he let Bill’s father 
use the saw. While 
they did the job, the 
rest of the gang showed 
up, assembled by telep- 
athy. 

Red-headed Donald 
addressed my husband 
belligerently: ‘‘Look, 
we need an antiaircraft gun, and Bill says 
you promised to help make one.” 

“Yeah,” chorused the gang. “‘When are 
we going to get started?” 

They started to work that morning with 
old gear from the garage. Finished, the

a-making. Sunday after Sunday went by, 
the most peaceful the neighborhood had 
ever known; the busiest and happiest the 
boys had ever experienced. 

Eventually, just before final assembly, 
the gun had to be hoisted to the fort roof 
for a last checking. 

“Listen, Daddy,” offered Bill. “The 
Japs will spot us sure if we don’t camou- 
flage the fort.”’ 

“‘He’s right,”” the gang agreed vocifer- 
ously. “‘Let’s camouflage the fort.’’ 


So THEY did, beginning early the next 
Sunday. The dad of the block had sent 
an S OS to a friend. While one of the men 
stirred leftover bits of paint into nauseous 
green and brown mixtures, the other drew 
heavy curving lines on the walls and roof 
of the fort. He marked the spaces with 
‘“‘p” for brown, “‘G” for green. And the 
boys laid on the paint. They worked until 
dark. There wasn’t a fight all day. 

Back of us lives a semi-retired carpenter 
who has no children. He heard Bobby say, 
“The guys that defend the fort have all 
the gun power. The rest of us ought to 
have submachine guns — like the swell 
one I saw on a magazine cover!” 

The carpenter took those boys into his 
cherished workshop. With a small power- 
saw he cut out wooden submachine guns, 
just like the one on the magazine cover. 
The boys watched, fascinated. They sand- 
ed the guns for hours; when the carpenter 
was satisfied with their work he let them 
shellac the guns. 

One afternoon last fall when all the 
children were in school, Kenny knocked 
at the back door. Kenny’s father is in the 
service, his mother works. Announcing 
that he was recovering from measles, he 
asked politely if he might go into the dark 
room where my husband was developing 
some prints. He sat there for an hour. 


"Renny taking up photography?” I 
asked later. 

“No, he likes to watch once in a while, 
but he doesn’t care about photography. 
I guess he just wanted to be around.” 

Of course he did; they all do. Why 
wouldn't they, with their fathers and 
older brothers in the service or working 
weird wartime hours? 
Certainly they flock 
around a man who will 
let them paint; cer- 
tainly they swarm over 
the carpenter who 
hands them a piece of 
wood and some sand- 
paper. But now those 
jobs are done and still 
the boys come — to be 
around, to. talk, to ask 
questions, to make 
plans. 

In America there are 
thousands of men who 
have a genuine liking 
for boys. With but a 
little time — not all day Sunday, not every 
Sunday — with a few minutes now and 
then, they could give the boys a lift over 
a rough part of the wartime road. By giv- 
ing them a chance to “belong,” to “be 
around.”’ I think fathers in the service 
would get a lift over their road, knowing 
their boys had a good friend at home. 
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LIFTER-UPPER. We've just heard how 
a clever Red Cross worker, on duty with 
the Army at Miami Beach, solved the 
major morale problem of an Alabama farm 
boy. The soldier had never been away 
from home before. He had received no 
letters. He couldn’t read, anyhow. For 
him, his family no longer existed. As a 
result, he was no good either to the Army 
or to himself. 

The Red Cross girl offered to help by 
writing a letter for the boy. “Won’t do 
no good,” the G.I. said sadly. “They 


couldn’t read what you said.”’ The morale- 
builder thought for a minute, said: ““Come 
on, dictate your letter. I’ve got an idea.” 

When she addressed the envelope, she 
printed in big letters: ““Mailman: Please 
open and read to the addressee.”” An an- 
swer written by the postman came back in 
a few days. Now the boy and his family 
conduct a regular correspondence — by 
proxy — and the Army has a happy soldier.

OU MAY not know it yet, but what your Army’s Quarter- 

master Corps is doing now will revolutionize your life 

after the war. It will affect your clothing, your food, 
your house, even your recreation. To make our Army the 
best-fed, best-clothed, best-equipped in the world, the QMC 
has jammed the research work of years into days and months. 
And in creating and developing for this bloody war of sur- 
vival, we have not just been producing 
things that will rot away in Army 
warehouses after the war. 

We have produced hundreds of thou- 
sands of items. All were created to 
make the life of our soldiers safer and 
happier. But almost all of them will be 
important to you, the peacetime civil- 
ian. That is why I welcome the 
opportunity to give THIS WEEK’S 
readers and everyone on the home 
front a “‘progress report’? on some 
of the things we are doing in the 
OMC — things which will affect 
your lives when this war is over. 

For reasons of military security, I 
can’t tell you everything. But I can 
give you an overall picture of the shape 
of things to come.

We've found that 
Army blankets, Army field jackets, anything made for us, 
go like hot cakes. Our standards are high. People know what 
our specifications are worth. 

I think the health standards of millions of people in the 
United States are due for a change. Soldiers’ systems are con- 
ditioned to good, vitamin-rich diets. 
One of the most startling tests we ever 
made shows how the old days of un- 
balanced meals — the meat-and-potato 
days — are gone for thousands of men. 
We watched boys who had been in the 
Army only a few weeks go off the post 
for a meal, eagerly order their old fav- 
orites and any item that was a change 
from their Army fare. Then we checked 
on boys who had been in six months 
or more. Free to eat what they wanted, 
they unconsciously tried to follow as 
closely as possible their camp menus! 

The lessons learned from Army diets 
will have a terrific impact on our na- 
tional health. Just as great will be the 
effect on our recreational habits. We 
have taken millions of white-collar, 
sedentary office workers and turned 
them loose in the out-of-doors. When 
they come back, they won’t be satisfied with a seat in the 
bleachers for their exercise. They — and you — will be able 
to use the hundreds of things we have developed to make 
outdoor life safer, simpler and more fun. 

Thousands of our soldiers have come from tenements, 
from cabins and all sorts of primitive living quarters. Now they 
are using — for the first time — hot water, electric lights, 
showers and every other modern facility. They have been 
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educated to standards which they will demand when peace 
comes. You will see the effect in postwar housing. We, of the 
Quartermaster Corps, are not only remaking materials — we 
are also remaking consumers. I am certain that when people 
go shopping they will no longer be satisfied with their old 
standards in merchandise. Here are just a few of the things 
that will help change them. 


HOME: If you have ever worried about spreading a cold by 
washing a sick child’s dishes with the rest of the family’s, 
we've found the answer for you. It’s a sterilizing rinse. The 
Army kills infection by rinsing dishes and utensils in it, 
So will you. 

Our new, toughened glass stands a good chance of replacing 
old-fashioned, easily-broken crockery. It won't bounce off a 
concrete floor — but it will take an ordinary drop to a lino- 
leum floor without a Chip. 

When we discovered that the old-time metal canteen wasn’t 
satisfactory, we had to find a replacement. The QMC came 
up with a plastic which is practically indestructible. After the 
war, it can go to work in non-breakable milk bottles, mixing 
bowls, hundreds of other things. 

Our troops have moved into plenty of spots overseas 
where mosquitoes and other dangerous insects have 
been a menacing problem. Our answer: a new non-toxic, 
non-inflammable insecticide that knocks pests.out in 
a hurry.

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out hurting it. That combination should make standard bath- 
room equipment. 

And there’s a new type of piano, using 150 pounds less 
metal, which we procured for camps. Lighter, cheaper, it will 
fit nicely into many homes. 

I have said nothing about the radical advances made in 
housing — developments in prefabrication, cheaply-installed 
central-heating systems and all the other things which were 
tried out on a huge scale in Army barracks and other installa- 
tions. Your own imagination can 
tell you what they will mean to post- 


out-size uniforms in quantity, the tall, short or fat civilian 
will not have the troubles he used to have. 


FOOD: You have already heard how many of the Army’s 
developments — dehydration, quick-freezing, concentrates — 
will have an enormous effect on the nation’s eating habits. 
And there are many creations which will make life easier for 
the housewife — canned ham-and-eggs, pre-cooked cereal with 
sugar and milk (you just add water), butter which won’t melt 
ér turn rancid.

HE behavior of the wives whose 
husbands are overseas, is a sub- 
4 ject with many angles.

BE HANDLED, AS A DEFLECTION OF 
15 DEGREES FROM THE HORIZONTAL 
IS SUFFICIENT TO CAUSE DETONA- 
TION. 

Fifteen degrees! Why, that ther- 
mos bomb was up-ended at least a 
dozen times as he was taking it 
apart. 

The God of Soldiers had leaned 
heavily toward us when He made 
that bomb a “‘dud.”’
